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Last year’s bulletin was a real step forward 
in the development of our association’s activities. 
It reached considerably more than a hundred per- 
sons in Northern California who are in school li- 
brary work and seriously concerned with its prob- 
lems, possibly a small group yet, nevertheless, an 
interested one. We believe that our bulletin, well 
started as it has been, deserves to be continued, en- 
couraged, and enlarged. It is our best means of 
reaching a scattered audience. 

Our difficulties as school librarians bear many 
similarities despite geographic barriers. We can 
make this bulletin of ours of real value to us in our 
professional life—we can use it as a medium for 
the exchange of ideas—we can use it to solve some 
of our problems. Let us use it to enlarge our profes- 
sional outlook toward the goal of greater service.

SCHOOL LIBRARY COURSES 
IN SUMMER SESSIONS 


Summer courses in Librarianship are 
being offered in several institutions on 
the Pacific Coast. Of special interest to 
school librarians is the announcement 
from the San Jose State College. Further 
information regarding the work may be 
secured from each school. 


SAN JOSE STATE COLLEGE 


The Department of Librarianship at 
San Jose State College will offer its third 
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summer session, June 23 to August 2. In 
1928 we offered three courses which we 
thought essential for the untrained teach- 
er librarian who wished to secure the 
fundamentals of library practice. About 
eight students enrolled for these courses 
in Cataloging and Classification, Refer- 
ence, and School Libraries. We used the 
Children’s Library as a classroom and 
laboratory, we had an informal happy 
summer. The Children’s library profited 
from this use through School Libraries 
class project of redecorating and rear- 
ranging the room. 

During the following year the de- 
partment became so popular that a special 
laboratory was fitted up for the students. 
Last summer students in Cataloging 
were assigned individual desks in a room 
with real library school atmosphere. 


In January, 1930, the State Board of 
Education authorized the college to 
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grant the A.B. degree with major in Li- 
brarianship, and the Special credential 
in Librarianship. Several courses are 
planned which meet the requirements of 
the degree and the credential and which 
combine teacher training with training 
in Librarianship. The major course is 
equivalent to that offered in other li- 
brary schools, and requires about one 
school year to complete. The department 
requires all students to have satisfactorily 
completed at least two years of college 
work, that they have a reading know- 
ledge of two modern foreign languages, 
and typing ability. These requirements 
are waived for experienced teacher-li- 
brarians who are working for the Special 
credential, and during the summer ses- 
sions for library assistants, teachers, and 
others who wish to elect a few courses in 
the department. 

San Jose plans to offer the full year- 
course in Librarianship which is required 
for the Special credential in its summer 
sessions. Each year Cataloging and 
Classification, Reference, and School Li- 
braries will be repeated, and two or three 
new courses will be offered. This year the 
summer session program includes, His- 
tory of Libraries, Book Appreciation and 
Library Practice. We are fortunate in 
having Miss Margaret Girdner, Libra- 
rian of Galileo High School, San Fran- 
cisco, with us again to teach School Li- 
braries, and Reference. Miss Margaret 
Oldfather of the University of Illinois 
Library staff, who has visited most of 
the large libraries of Europe and Ameri- 
ca, is offering the work in History, and 
Book Appreciation and Selection. Miss 
Helen Bullock of our own staff, former- 
ly of the Catalog department of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Library, is to teach 
Cataloging and Classification. Students 
who are ready for Library Practice will 
have the opportunity for experience in 
our new Demonstration School Library 
under Miss Emelyn Beattie, Children’s 
Librarian. 


The chief object of the San Jose De- 
partment of Librarianship is the training 
of school librarians. Emphasis in each 
course is placed on the needs of the 
school librarian, but courses are general 
enough in character to appeal to un- 
trained county or public library assistants 
who wish a summer course in librarian- 
ship. 

No application is necessary in advance. 
The school furnishes the necessary re- 
ferences and text books. Students supply 
their own cards and note materials, and 
their own typewriters. 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA 


The following advanced courses are 
open to students in full graduate stand- 
ing in the University of California who 
have completed with an average grade 
of at least B the first-year curriculum of 
the School of Librarianship or its equiva- 
lent. For these students the courses wil] 
count toward the master’s degree. Other 
graduate students who propose to take 
the courses as electives must submit to 
the instructor in charge satisfactory evi- 
dence of their qualifications for the 
work.

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UNIVERSITY OF OREGON 


Plans have been made to extend the 
number of Summer Session Library 
Courses offered at the University of Ore- 
gon, so that a total of twenty-four term 
hours may be earned by students arrang- 
ing to attend as many as three regular 
Summer Sessions. Extension of the work 
is in response to requests that have come 
to the University from former Summer 
Sessions library students, and from oth- 
ers who wish to secure courses during 
aseries of Summer Sessions. The en- 
largement of the work also makes it pos- 
sible to meet the demands of regular 
University students who are looking for- 
ward to teaching and wish to be able also 
to administer school libraries. Students 
attending the University during the 
regular school year who wish to have a 
norm in school library work, can do so 
by carrying nine terms of library courses 
duing the school year, and fifteen during 
Summer Sessions. 

Those wishing to give their entire time 
to library courses this summer will find 
seven courses offered, from which they 
may select three, as no more than three 
may be carried for credit during the Sum- 
mer Session. 

Librarians wishing to devote all or a 
part of their time to systematic work in 
other subjects will have a large variety 
of courses to select from in the fields of 
art, education, history, literature, drama- 
tics, music, philosophy, psychology, phy- 
sical education, foreign languages, poli- 
tical science, economics, sociology, busin- 
ess administration, journalism, and the 
natural sciences. 

The library courses are on the same 
basis as other courses, undergraduate col- 
lege credit being given for the work. 
Students may, without additional ex- 
pense, carry some courses in library 
methods and others in other subjects. 


The visiting professors this summer 


will be Miss Clara E. Howard, Direc- 
tor of the Library School of the New 
Jersey College for Women, and Miss 
Della J. Sisler, of the University of Cali- 
fornia School of Librarianship, each of 
whom will give two courses. The Uni- | 
versity of Oregon feels particularly for- 
tunate in securing these women for the 
summer, as they are among the outstand- 
ing library school teachers of the country. 
Both were, last summer, members of the 
faculty of the Columbia University 
School of Library Service. 

Three courses will be given this sum- 
mer by Miss E. Lenore Casford, Periodi- 
cal Librarian of the University of Ore- 
gon. Miss Casford is a competent library 
worker, and an experienced and inspiring 
teacher. Her library school training was | 
in the Carnegie Library School of Pitts- } 
burgh. 

Mrs. Mabel E. McClain, Circulation 
Librarian, who regularly gives the course 
in “Book Selection and Evaluation” will 
be on leave of absence this summer, and 
the course will not be offered.

PROFESSIONAL COMMITTEES 


Th: Professional Committee in its 
first year’s work made an exploratory 
survey of the professional needs of the 
Association, and, as a result, it was decid- 
ed that the committee be continued as a 
fact finding group, primarily to deter- 
mine existing conditions in the school li- 
braries of Northern California, to co- 
oporate with other library agencies and 
organizations, and to offer help to any 
one interested in furthering school li- 
brary development. 

With this purpose in mind, three sub- 
committees were added to the number 
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functioning during the first year. The 
ten sub-committees work independently 
on the problems in which they are parti- 
cularly interested, and the chairmen 
meet bi-monthly to report the results. In 
this way, they are able to correlate the 
work of the various sub-committees and 
to reduce duplication of effort. 

The study sub-committee acts as an 
editorial board for the committee in or- 
der that the findings may be prepared for 
the Bulletin. The Professional Commit- 
tee invites your suggestions, questions, 
and contributions, in order that the work 
accomplished may meet the needs of 
the membership of the association. 


SUB-COMMITTEES 


Teachers College Library Sub- 
Committee 

Better knowledge of the ways and 
conditions of other libraries in the teach- 
ers’ college field has appealed to the 
committee as the first prerequisite for a 
more effective cooperation within the 
group. Although the circumstances of 
that type of library are much more com- 
parable to other college libraries than to 
the various grades of school libraries in- 
cluded in the membership of the Cali- 
fornia School Library Association, still 
the professional committee of the Asso- 
ciation seems to offer a reasonable chan- 
nel for the mutual study of teachers’ col- 
lege problems, a want which should not 
longer be neglected. 

As the first step in our program, the 
committee is making a rather exhaustive 
survey of conditions, under the headings 
of finance, staff, administration, and re- 
cords and statistics. The aim is to gather 
data in considerable detail, following a 
skeleton outline plan, so that the returns 
from each college may later be filed in a 
loose-leaf folder and be made available 
through a topical index. In connection 
with the text there will also be gathered 
specimens of all cards, forms and records 
to illustrate the methods described. Such 


a collection in itself should be worthy of 
considerable study on the part of libra- 
rians who are always eager for the most 
efficient and concise way of handling 
routine and keeping statistics, and it may 
be possible to route the notebook around 
to the five libraries contributing, that 
each may profit in detail by the labor. 
Smal] School Libraries 

The Committee on Small School Li- 
braries, created this year, already has its 
work well started. The committee con- 
sists of Mrs. Eleanor Faure, Orestimba 
Union High School at Newman, Miss 
Susie Sutton, Eureka High School, and 
Miss Helen Price, University High 
Schoc!, Oakland, Chairman. Headquar- 
ters of the committee are at University 
High School, and inquiries should be sent 
there. There are in the state a great many 
small high schools having no librarians. 
In some of these, teachers give a little 
time each day to the library. In others 
the libraries are taken care of by pupils. 
It is to be of all possible assistance to 
these small libraries that the committee 
has been formed. 

They have already a considerable cor- 
respondence; inquiry from a principal 
as to the best location and equipment for 
the library room in a new building, in- 
quiry from a pupil librarian for a receipe 
for paste—and from teachers all the way 
between these extremes. The committee 
has a set of mimeographed sheets on the 
simple organization of a small school li- 
brary, samples of charging systems, de- | 
scription of a text book system, and draw- 
ings of furniture. They will be glad to 
serve the small schools in the state in any 
library matter within their power.
